and coarser. Some Havana patches this 
year grew leaves nearly as largo as seed- 
leaf. This evil can anrl should be guard- 
ed azamst by procuring fresh seed year- 
ly. Unless this ie done, it will be quickly 
acclimated and grow large and heavy 
like soedleaf. This is the evil it has been 
sought to avoid by tbe introduction of 
Havana seed.—Lniicasier Nno Era.

A Free Press reporter interviewed Dr. 


John KUDZ, tho veterinarian, to ascertain 
hia opinion in the matter of the disease 
which is proving so destructive among 
hoga in this vicinity, believing Dr. Kunz 
to be the best authority on such matters 
in tbis locality. The doctor said he had 
heard considerable about the disease and 
that ha unhesitatingly pronounced it 
"hog cholera" of the same naturo ES tbat 
which, prevails DOW to an alarming extent 
in ^Kansas and elsewhere, and which 
worked diBaster.to-the bwine in Missouri 
last year. 


He didn't remember of having known 


of the disease being in these parts be- 
fore in such a nialignarit .form. 


••Farmers," eaid the 'doctor, "are not 


willing as a rule, to accept the nature of 
the disease as 'cholera', and want it to 
be something else which'they can treat 
and only a few farmers seem disposed to 
use the precautions which good sense 
will teach should be done." 


When asked it he conld recommend a 


remedy for the disease He said, "Cholera 
can not bo cured so far as 1 know. It is 
caused by mioroe6ceBP,B little animal 
which can't be killed by any, remedy I 
know of. Tbe only thing I should recom- 
mend is the separation .of the sick from 
tho well hogs, and • using great c&re in 
providing pure 
water. All efforts to
